Jean D’You, metal expert, who is 
an associate of the owners of the 
only known aelium deposit in the 
world, and who has been making 


tests of the metal at his laboratory | 


at 832-40 North Spring St., for three | 
years, claims unusual qualities for 
the mineral. 


D’You says it has the following | 
“Will hold lead in sus- | 


properties: 
pension in copper or cast iron; will 
change the structure of all metals; 
will fuse lead and copper with any 
metal: will increase the conductivity 
of copper, and acts as body lubricant 
to all metals fused with it.” 

The metal has been the subject of 
experiments by various schools of 
mines, the United States Bureau of 
Standards and metallurgical experts, 
and while they are agreed on what 
it will do, none of these agencies 
have been able to determine of what 
it is composed. However, D’You 
holds out the belief that before the 
known deposit is exhausted—a mat- 
twenty years—experiments 
with the metal will show how it 
tan be manufactured in commercial 
quantities.

Big Demand for | 
Good Used Cars — 
Reported General

INCINNATI, Dec. 
Although sales of new 
and used cars in November 
showed a decided slump, 
compared with October, regis- 
trations for the month just 
closed show a 50 per cent. 
gain in new car sales over No- 
vember, 1927. 

A slight increase in the sale of 
used cars brings total figures for 
the first eleven months in 1928 above 
those for the entire year of 1927 
New car registrations for the first 
eleven months of this year were 19,065 
and used car sales 57,134, as com- 
pared with totals for last year oi 
13,210 and 56,348 respectively. No- 
vember new car showed a 12 
per cent. decrease as compared with 
October. 

The slump in used car sales last 
month, strange to say, is gratify- 
ing to automobile dealers, indicat- 
ing, as it does, that the public is 
becoming wary in the purchase of 
used cars from exclusive used car 
dealers and is beginning to realize 
that satisfaction in such  pur- 
chases is assured only by trading 
with reputable dealers whose in- 
tegrity and business standing are 
unquestioned. Last month's (¢g- 
ures for used car sales were the 
lowest this year, being 500 less 
than the registration total for 
February, 1928, the low month up 
to November. 

In the face of this, members of 
the Cincinnati Auto Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, in almost every case, report 
satisfactory demand for good used 
cars and insist that the decrease, 
as revealed by the figures, reflects 
the slow-up in business of compa- 
nies handling used cars exclusively, 
many of the cars. being purchased 
in other cities and dumped onto the | 

Cincinnati market. Dealer inven- 
tories are declared to be in good 
shape and, with business showing 
a healthy tone for the first few 
days in December, all expressed 
confidence that they will be in good 
shape for the opening up of busi- 
ness following the automobile «how 
next month. 

While no surprise was occasioned 
by the fact that Ford stepped into 
first place last month, the appear- 
ance of Pontiac in third position 
caused some comment, as a result 
of the jump over several popular 
types that heretofore have been 
competing for positions close to the 
top. Ford orders are still ahead of 
deliveries in this city. 

The local Ford assembly plant is 
turning out about 110 cars a day 
and Cincinnati dealers are getting 
from five to ten daily. There is a 
delay of from two to three weeks in 
delivery of coupes, while it takes 
from sixty to ninety days for de- 
livery of two and four-door sedans, 
roadsters and trucks, according to 
dealers. 

Advent of the new Chevrolet, 
which was on display recently at a 
local hotel, created much interest 
und drew large crowds. The new 
Auburn also is attracting much at- 
tention. The Auburn line was taken 
over by the Veazey-Miller Company, 
former Willys-Knight and Whippet 
distributor, two months ago, and 
sales for October and November 
demonstrated its increasing popu- 
larity. 

W. K. Faunce, president of the 
Cincinnati - Oakland Company, 
said November was one of the best 
months his firm had experienced, 
While Pontiac was taking the lead 
in sales in this county, Oakland 
also was moving so well that for 
the entire eleven months in 1928 
the two cars had maintained 
leadership in comparison with 
other combinations of cars made 
by the same manufacturers.
